There were 18 samples taken for bacteriological tests, 13 bedne 
satisfactory 4 unsatisfactory and 1 dovubtf:1, Five of the samples 
were from the Huddersfield Corporation's Windy fini tank supply, 3 
were unsatisfactory, 1 doubtfil ani the last one sstisfactory after 
certain remeiiial works had been carried out, On the Dertmouth 
supply, Mary's Rest Reservoir water gave rise to complaints end 
& test gave wmsatisfactory results, ALL ene aprings serving the 
reservoir were overhauied and the next test proved quite satisfactory, 
The works asked for et Polegate ¥ell have peen instrumental in making 
this supply satisfactory, A supoly serving a number of houses at 
Haughs Green, Colcar, failed owing to corrosion of the service main, 
Pour statutory notices were served on owners of property there to 
provide a satisfactory suprly, snd much leral arrument ensued, but finally 
the Council at their own cost replseced several iefective lengths with 


new pipes. 
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There was no new scheme in this connection but 25 yerds of 
sewer were relnid in CGrimble Clough,

5 Sa INSPECTIONS OF THE AREA. 
NUISANCES, 


The number of nuisances in hand at the eni of 1936 was 36, 
end during the yesr under review 165 new nuisances were inspected 
and recorced, making a total of 221 for abatement. Of this number 
169 have been sbated, leaving 52 in hand at the end of the year, 

In dealing with nuisances 466 visits of inspection heve been mece, 
A summery of the nuisances shows thet of the total, 71 were ane to 
defective senitary Mina ela taal 45 to uefective dreinare, 4 
premises in such s state as to be = nuisance, 3. amoke nuisances, 
27 tO various conditions in factories, 6 defective sewers, 12 in 
connection with water supplies, & offensive accumulations and 7 
various, Four statutory notices have been issved during the year, 
Forty four informel notices were issued, of which forty two were 
complied with at the vesr end, and 226 interviews with owners took 
place, 


FACTORIES. 


There has been no change in the number of factories on soni 
register from last year, the numbers being 159 with mechanical nsowe 
and S& without mechanical sower, The requirements with rerard to. 
fire escapes have been practicelly complied with, only 3 wunimportent 
remaining outstendine, One case of overcrowiling was found and 
remedied, Seventeen cases of lack of artificial Lirhting ete., in 


senitery conveniences were renorted, emi of these 9 were remedied and 


8 remain in hand, Privy and tub conveniences at several factories 


have been condemned and water closets crovided in place, The provisions 


regerding cleanliness and lime-weshing heve been fairly well carried 
out. 
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BAKSHOUSES, 


There has been no change in the situation under this 
heading during the year, the total number being 20 of which | 14 
are classified "pover factories” and 6 "non power factories‘ 
Forty visits of inspection have been made, and TD am plensed to say 
that conditions in respect of cleanliness were found very 
satisfactory. Internal rearrangement of baking plant at one bake~ 
house has much improved the position, There are no underrround 
bakehouses, 


SMOKE ABATEWENT. 


Smoke emission observations have been one of the activities 
necessarily curtailed owing to demands on working hours for the 
Governments survey regarding billetine, fhe number of smoke 
observations of 30 minutes made during the year was 22, and the 
number showing excess emission above the 5 minute Limit of the 
Byelaw was 2, ° Two eautions were issued but no Statutory notices 
were issued end consequently no prosecutions. 


INSPECTION AND § SURV TON OF FOOD. 
DAIRIES AND COWSHEDS. 


The position here is about the same as last year, There 
ere &5 registerei cowkeepers, One extre licence was issued for the 
production of Accredited Milk brincine this totel to 9, There are 
127 cowsheds in the district and each one was visited twice during 
the year, The average number of cows kept is 650, The structural 
conditions on the whole are oni. Numerous alterations have been done 
to defective sheds but this work has been somewhat curtailed since 
the wer beran owing to diffieulty in gettine materials, 


‘(SLAUOHTERHOUSE AND MEAT SUE 


There is one public abattoir in the district and 11 private 
slaughterhouses, 10 of which ere registered and 1 licensed, and of 
these, 4 are of an unsstisfaectory nature, 117 visits were made to 

the abattoir and each of the 11 private vremises were visited 60 times 
giving a total of 777 visits of inspection, 


The totals of animals slaughtered and meat condemned are 
all recorded for future reports. 
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HOUSING. 


Under the Housing Consolidated Resulations 85 houses 
were inspvected and recorded, and of this number 70 required 
further action. 20 houses were brought before the notice of 
the Health Committee for consideration either as Clearance 
Areas or Closing Orders but no decision was taken. 


Under the Public Health Acts 221 houses were inspected 
for defects, and 169 houses were rendered fit after the service 
of notices. 


Under Sections 3, 10 and 16 of the Housing Act 1956, 


notices were served requiring repairs in 40 houses, and of this 
number 20 houses were rendered fit by the owners.
